Government Decree Calls for Immediate En- 
forcement of Law By Mayors and 


Boards.

MADRID, July 29.—Spain’s Left- 
ist Government ordered mayors and 
special boards throughout the coun- 
try today to complete the confisca- 
tion of Catholic schools, colleges 
and universities. 

Article 26 of the Spanish Consti- 
tution prohibits religious orders 
from teaching or owning education- 


al] institutions, but the section, in- 
tended to wipe out teachings which 
Leftists regard as reactionary and 
inimical to their cause, has not 
been strictly enforced. 

An official decree, promulgated 
yesterday, announced “immediate 
enforcement” of the article was nec- 
essary “at this moment” of armed 
Rightist rebellion. 

In those places where “normalcy 
has not been established” (appar- 
ently where the Fascist rebels are 
in power), the confiscation is to be 
carried out within five days from 
the time “legal authority” is re-es- 
tablished. 

Since the February elections of 
this year, with their sweeping Left- 
ist victories, many churches have 
been destroyed or damaged by ex- 
tremists. Others were burned fol- 


lowing the fall of the Bourbon mon- 
archy in 1931. 

There are several thousand 
churches, convents, schools, col- 
leges and universities in ‘Spain 
which are owned by religious or- 
ders, with the Jesuits, technically 
dissolved by the constitutional sec- 
tion, the wealthiest of them all. 

Religious teaching also has been 
barred from the public schools, but 
priests have been permitted to 
teach religion in churches.

LONDON, July 29-—Six persons 
representing newspapers and news 
reels were fined a total of £2050 
($10,250) today for publishing cap- 
tions on July 16 worded: “An at- 
tempt on the King’s life” or “The 
King: Assassination Attempt.” 

That was the day that George 
Andrew McMahon, a spectator at 


King Edward's military parade on 
Constitution Hill, drew a revolver 
as the monarch passed by on his 
horse. He says he did not intend 
to harm the King, but threw the 
weapon into the street as a “pro- 
test” against police “persecution.” 

The defendants were charged 
with contempt of court for preju- 
dicing the case against McMahon 
before he was committed to trial 
accused of producing a weapon 
with “intent to alarm His Majesty.” 

An attorney for Gaumont Brit- 
ish, the motion picture distributer, 
tendered “sincere and humble 
apologies” for a poster exhibited 
outside a cinema and said the cap- 
tion had been changed from “At- 
|tempted Assassination,” to “Dra-

FROM WOODMEN 


Bars Soliciting of New 
Members in State After 
Hearing, Lodge Officers 
Refused to Attend. 


FRAUD IN INSURANCE 
DEALS, HE CHARGES 


Alleged Illegal Diversion of 
$1,229,000 Cited—Illi- 
nois Official Requested 
to Act Also.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 209. — 
The license of the Modern Wood- 
men of America. a fraternal insur- 
ance organization, to do business in 
Missouri was revoked today by 
State Insurance Superintendent R. 
Emmet O'Malley, following a hear- 
ing here yesterday before O’Mal- 
ley, in which officers of the Mod- 
ern Woodmen refused to partici- 

pate. 

Representatives »f the society did 
not appear at the hearing, which 
had been called by O’Malley to con- 
sider the report of his examiners on 
a recent examination of the s0- 
ciety. Officers of the Modern Wood- 
men have charged that O'Malley is 
prejudiced against fraternal insur- 
ance societies in general and ihe 
Modern Woodmen in  particuiar. 
They also announced recently that 
they had not had time to prepare 
for the hearing. 

Revocation of the license of tne 
Modern Woodmen is the latest de. 
velopment in a fight between O'Mal- 
ley and the fraternals, which is 
growing in intensity and which has 
become a factor in the political 
campaign this year. 

The fight started during the 1935 
session of the Legislature, when 
O'Malley proposed revision of the 
entire insurance code of Missouri. 
His bill would have tightened up 
the requirements as to fraternals 
and would have put them on the 
same basis as old line life insur- 
ance companies, as to required re- 
serves and taxes paid to the State. 
Opposition of the fraternal organ- 
izations resulted in defeat of the 
measure in the Senate, where the 
bill was introduced. 

Fight Issue in Campaign. 

Recently virtually all of the fra- 
ternal insurance societies operating 
in Missouri joined in an open fight 
on the candidacy of Lloyd C. Stark 
of Louisiana, for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor. This fol- 
lowed a conference between Stark 
and representatives of the frater- 
nals, in which Stark declined to say 
whether he would reappoint O'Mal- 
ley as State Insurance Superintend- 
ent, if he were nominated and elect- 
ed Governor. 

Another hearing on the examina- 
tion was held last May in Rock 
Island, Ill, before O'Malley and 
State Director of Insurance Ernest 
M. Palmer of Lllinois.. The Modern 
Woodmen of America is organized 
under the laws of Illinois and main- 
tains its home office at Rock Island. 

Following that hearing Palmer is- 
sued a statement that the society | 
“is 100 per cent solvent and is well 
able to meet and is meeting its 
obligations to policyholders.” 

Examiners of the Missouri de- 
partment asserted assets of the so- 
ciety, as determined in the examina- 
tion, fell approximately $8,280,000 
short of requirements for reserves 
and meeting policy obligations. Of- 
ficers of the society denied this and 
there was a conflict in theories as 
to the method of determining the 
required reserves, and as to the 
market value of the assets. 


O'Malley Gives His Reasons. 


O'Malley, in the formal revoca- 
tion notice sent today to the Mod- 
ern Woodmen, said his reasons were 
“That you are conducting your busi- 
ness fraudulently, that you are not 
carrying out your contracts in good 
faith, that you have exceeded your 
powers as provided in your consti- 
tution and by-laws, as well as the 
laws under which you are incorpo- 
rated.” 

Charges in Detail. 

At the same time O'Malley sent 
a letter to Director Palmer of Ili- 
nois, in which he discussed the 
charges in more detail. In this let 
ter he charged, as grounds for revo 
cation of the license, the follow-

bers convert their certificates for 
new ones, without giving the mem- 
bers proper credits. 

That “the society seeks to remedy 
ite defective financial condition 
further by depriving its members 
of automatic loan benefits in the 
amount of $4,500,000.” 

That officers of the society had 
paid $35,000 to its real estate agent 
in Kansas City, in a loan transac- 
tion, “when the books of the so- 
ciety show that such agent received 
only $1000.” 

Would Bar New Members. 

O'Malley said -the revocation of 
the society’s license would prevent 
it from soliciting new members in 
Missouri. 

“As you know,” O'Malley said in 
his letter to Palmer, “such action 
will not protect the present mem- 
bers. Such protection must come 
from you. In the interest of thou- 
sands of Missouri citizens who are 
now members of this society, the 
present incompetent, to say the 
least, management should be re- 
moved, thereby effecting tremend- 
ous savings and eliminating useless 
positions and wasteful expendi- 
tures.” 

The society now has approxi- 
mately 35,000 members in Missouri, 
it was said. 

At the hearing yesterday, with 
one exception, those who testified 
were officials or employes of the 
State Insurance Department who 
had taken part in examination of 
the society. 

Powell B. McHaney, counsel for 
the Insurance Department, exam- 
ined the witnesses, questioning them 
about the basis for conclusions giv- 
en in their report, which was read 
into the record. 

O. R. Jackson, acting chief ex- 
aminer for the Insurance Depart- 
ment, testified that the amount of 
insurance in force declined from 
$1,697,000,000 in 1928 to $671,421,000 
in 1935. 


In 1929, it was shown, the society 
made a contract with Frank W. 
Pearson, Inc., appointing it sole 
agent to solicit old members’ to 
change their policies for a new form 
of insurance. It was contended that 
this was in violation of the  by- 
laws, and that those who made the 
exchange forfeited substantial por- 
tions of the value of their policies 
and the society was able to reduce 
the amount of reserves for which it 
was accountable. 


O'Malley interrupted to testify 
that he had been approached by 
Arthur N. Adams, Kansas City at- 
torney, and George G. Perrin, chief 
counsel for the society, with a_ re- 
quest that he eliminate in the re- 
port of the examination reference 
to the Pearson contract. He re- 
fused. 


Why Agent Withdrew. 


The only witness not connected 

with the Insurance Department was 
J. W. Gault, Minneapolis, Minn., who 
said he had been a member of the 
society since 1904 and had served 
as chief agent in Minnesota, dis- 
trict deputy, organizer and lecturer. 
He withdrew from the society last 
May because he said he did not ap- 
prove of re-rating under which the 
society was collecting higher pre- 
miums on insurance. 
Re-rating, he testified, was  or- 
dered by the Head Camp of the or- 
ganization, delegates to which were 
elected from each state.

Explosion of a large ammonia tank 
in the Empire Ice and Storage Co.

six persons, two dangerously, and 
nearly trapped four others in 
flames.

Attorney-General Roy McKittrick 
attempted to show today, at the 
hearing into circulation of the in- 
surance code initiative petitions 
which he is conducting at the May- 
fair Hotel, that one “Hugo Miller,’ 
who was represented by the back- 
ers of the petitions as having 
garnered 2550 signatures, does not 
exist and that the signatures said 
to have been gathered by him are 
invalid. ) 

The hearing was concluded at 3 
p. m, and adjourned until Aug. 5, 
when another session will be held, 
if necessary. 

McKittrick will now move _ to 
Sikeston where he will open an in- 
vestigation into the circulation of 
the petitions in the Tenth Congres- 
sional District on Friday. 

“Miller” is said to reside in Rich- 
mond Heights. Today, however, po- 
lice of Richmond Heights and Ma- 
plewood appeared on the witness 
stand and said they had never 
heard of him and could find no 
one by such a name. 

There followed 21 witnesses, 
all of whose names were signed 
to petitions supposedly circulated 
by Miller. All denied that they 
knew or ever had known such 
a man and that they had never 
signed the insurance code petition. 
They all were curious to see what 
was supposed to be their signature 
and all laughed at the way their 
names were written. 

William C. Weber, a process serv- 
er, then took the stand and said he 
had taken one of the lists of 50 
names supposedly gathered by “Mil- 
ler” and set out to look for the orig: 
inal signers. After checking direc- 
tories and telephone books, he said, 
he found only one name which was 
genuine and that was the name of 
Grattan H. Council, 7545 Woodland 
avenue, Maplewood. 

Council followed Weber on the 
stand, however, and said he had 
never heard of “Miller” or signed 
any petition. 

Dead Man’s Name Signed. 

It was brought out, also, that the 
name of a dead man was signed to 
one of “Miller’s” petitions. After 
Louis E. Hamilton, 7535 Harter ave- 
nue, Richmond Heights, had said 
that he had never signed the peti- 
tion, McKittrick asked him if he 
knew Philip Good of 7545 Harter 
avenue. 

“I knew him well until his death 
eight months ago,” Hamilton re- 
plied.

LOYAL SUBMARINES 
BOMBED BY PLANES

GIBRALTAR, July 29.—Spanish 
rebel seaplanes and three Govern- 
ment submarines fought twice in 
the straits off Gibraltar today, with 
one submarine reported sunk and 
another disabled. 

After a morning bombing by an 
insurgent flying boat in which the 
submarine C-3 disappeared beneath 
the sea, two Government subma- 
rines were sighted off. Estepona late 
today. 

Six miles east of Gibraltar, a 
rebel flying boat dived from above 
the submarines and dropped several 
bombs, most of whieh exploded near 
the bow and stern of one of them. 
Bathers on the eastern shores saw 
the submarine submerge immediate- 
ly and said it appeared to be in diffi- 
culties. 

The accompanying boat shelled 
the plane, but did not touch it. 
The flying boat sped to Ceuta and 
the remaining submarine dashed 
for Estepona. 

Lighthouse men who scanned the 
straits for six hours with glasses 
for some trace of the C-3 said they 
were convinced it had foundered. 

Two lighthouse men had wit- 
nessed the morning fight, which 
followed the damaging of the loyal 
submarine C-4 by a rebel seaplane 
yesterday. The C-4 put into Tan- 
gier, Morocco, for repairs today. 


Rebels Try to Drive Wedge Be- 
tween Madrid and Barcelona.

VERA, Spain, July 29. — Rein- 


forcements sped toward Zaragoza 
today. The Fascist columns re 
ceived orders from the General 
Staff to oppose the advance of three 
loyal columns marching on the pro- 
vincial capital from the _ south, 
north and east. In addition, the 
Fascist officers were instructed to 
attempt to drive a wedge between 
Madrid and Barcelona to cut land 
connections between the 
principal Leftist centers.

Women, wearing breeches, were 
declared to be policing the streets 
in the resort town after rebels and 
loyalists clashed yesterday and the 
Government troops re-occupied the 
city. 

Sounds of battle echoed through 
the northern mountains throughout 
the night as battalions of armed 
workers pursued defeated Carlists 
(rovalists). 

The reports said fighting in the 
region was bitter, often centering 
in hand-to-hand grappling between 
the Royalist rebels and the Gov- 
ernment soldiers. 

The Fascist General Staff in the 
North, under Gen. Emilio Mola, was 
planning further offensives in the 
region with assurances of support 
from many garrisons.

Legislator Got $500. 

At the conclusion of yesterday’s 
session, at which some of the most 
interesting testimony was furnished 
by State Representative Andrew F. 
Blong of St. Louis. McKittrick said 
he believed he had attacked the 
validity of more than 5000 signa- 
tures to the petitions filed from 
the Twelfth Congressional District 
and that he thought there “wasn't 
one valid signature” among the 
7500 filed from the district. 

McKittrick needs to show fraudu- 
lent signatures on the petitions 
from only two congressional dis- 
tricts in order to keep the petitions 
off the ballot in November. He 
has already obtained testimony 
which he says is_ sufficient to 
knock out petitions from the Thir- 
teenth (St. Louis) District. The 
Twelfth District takes in part of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County. 


Testimony of Blong. 

Blong, who had refused to appear 
at the earlier inquiry into Thir- 
teenth District petitions, came vol- 
untarily yesterday and told how 
and by whom he was employed to 
further the petition scheme. Ob- 
viously embarrassed by some of 
McKittrick’s questions, he finally 
said: 

“My sole idea in helping to circu- 
late the petitions was to put men 
to work. But, believe me, if I had 
thought for one minute that it 
would lead to all this, I would 
never have fooled with it.” 

Blong, who is a Democrat, said 
that he had heard about the peti- 
tions “about two-and-a-half months 
ago at the Municipal Courts Build- 
ing’ and that he had then been 
hired by William T. Powers, the 
St. Louis attorney who acted as 
clearing house for the petitions 
and finally filed them with the 
Secretary of State. 


One day in Powers’ office he was 
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paid $500, he said, by a man whose 
name he once knew but could not 
remember on the witness stand. 
He knew the man was an out-state 
newspaper editor, he could give a 
physical description of him, but he 
couldn’t think of his name. Pressed 


by McKittrick, he finally said: “At | 


the time I probably did have his 
name. But I’ve forgotten it now.

$2.25 for each list of 50 names. He 
had about 15 circulators out, he 
said.

STEEL STRIKE ENDED 
AT STERLING, ILL. 


Lewis Committee Makes First 
Settlement in Industrial 
Unionization Drive. 


By the Associated Press. 
STERLING, IL, July 29.—Robert 


Pilkington, arbitrator for the De- 
partment of Labor, announced to- 
day that the strike at the North- 
western Barb Wire Co. plant had 
been ended by agreement between 
John L. Lewis’ Committee for In- 
dustrial Organization and company 
officers. 

The strike was the first involved 
in Lewis’ drive to unionize the steel 
workers on an industrial, rather 
than a craft basis.

porter today by one of the clerks, 
Ernest L. Long, Democrat, 4143 
Olive street. 

The reporter, checking Long's list 
of 222 names against the Election 
Board's “revised and corrected” 
printed list of voters qualified for 
next Tuesday's primary, found that 
36 of these names were left on the 
rolls by the board. . 

This precinct, largely inhabited by 
Negroes, is bounded by Sarah 
atreet and Pendleton, Enright and 
Fairfax avenues, except for omis- 
sion of the block between Enright 
and West Belle place, west of Whit- 
tier street. 

Long, who is in the insulation 
business, is affiliated with the 
Democratic faction supporting Mrs. 
Charles Corneli for re-election as 
ward committeewoman and Henry 
J. Bromfield for election as com- 
mitteeman. He was appointed a 
temporary clerk for the registration 
on Mrs. Corneli’s recommendation. 
The Democratic judges for the Sev- 
enth Precinct in the’ registration 
were Clement Garrick, 4448 Wash- 
ington boulevard, and John Walsh, 
4436 Delmar boulevard, appointed 
on recommendation of Charles M, 
Reardon, leader of an opposing fac- 
tion, seeking re-election as commit- 
teeman. 

Some Didn't Work, Got Pay. 

“I notice some clerks got paid for 
canvassing and did no work, ac 
cording to which I should have been 
paid double, because I really can- 
vassed,” Long said to the reporter. 

“On registration day the door of 
the polling place, in a tailor shop 
at 1017 North Sarah street, was 
closed promptly at 9 p. m., but there 
was a crowd of persons inside still 
registering for another hour and a 
half. After that I went in to get 
the list of those registered and in- 
troduced myself te one of the Dem- 
ocratic judges. 

“He said, ‘Boy, they padded ‘er 
today!’ He showed me that they 
had 19 persons registered in the 
intermediate registration before the 
last election and 234 in the general 
registration before the last presi- 
dential election, when everybody 
had to register, but there were 282 
new ones registered this time. He 
said, ‘You'll have plenty of work.’ 
I said, ‘They sure are going to get 
checked.’ 

“The next day the Republican 
clerk (Howard B. Woods, Negro, 
3940 West Belle place) and I 
worked from 8:30 a. m. to 4:30 
p. m., with the temperature 104 in 
the shade, and the day after that 
until noon to make a complete can- 
vases of this one precinct of three 
square blocks. 

Six On List Dead. 

“At some places we couldn't find 
the bad ones on the list. The peo- 
ple would make you read the list 
of voters to them and they would 
o. k. the names. There's nothing 
you can do in that case. We found 
six on the list were dead and three 
women had married and moved 
away. There were 10 registered 
from a vacant house at 4125 West 
Balle. 

“At 1006 North Whittier we found 
a saloon with some fellows sitting 
around three card tables. The bar- 
tender said nobody lived there. 
Four were registered from that ad- 
dress. Upstairs over the saloon a 
woman said no one was registered 
that she knew of. At the big apart- 
ment house at 4109-15 Enright so 
many were out that we got 
the janitor and read the voters’ list 
to him. He'd tell us which ones 
had moved away and so on. 

“We made a complete canvass. 
The Republican clerk would check 
names as I called them off. The 
Sunday morning after we finished 
we took the results to the Election 
Board office and the clerk there 
whistled when we told him how 
many we had. There were 218 en- 
velopes made out for people we 
couldn't find, but the Republican 
clerk had four names in addition. 

“I've heard around the neighbor- 
hood that the stuffers came from 
wards farther downtown. I made 
a copy of the list of those not 
found, which can be used by the 
Democratic challenger at the pri- 
Mary.”

Four Statutes Applicable. 


There are four statutes under 
which any prosecution which might 
result from the grand jury's investi- 
gation could be based. There are 
felony statutes, providing prison 
terms for offenders, and one is a 
misdemeanor statute, providing jail 
sentences for violators. 

Circuit Attorney Miller said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
inquiry would proceed “under all 


| statutes applicable” as the evidence 


warranted. He said it appeared that 
Section 10590 and adjoining sections 
in Article 17, a special law regulat- 
ing elections and registration in 
cities of 100,000 or more population, 
appeared to be “most applicable” to 
the matter with which the jury 
began its investigation—the manner 
in which election clerks conducted 
the révision canvass. These are 
misdemeanor sections. If evidence 
of more sérious offenses developed, 
he said, the inquiry would proceed 
under the felony statutes. 
Section 3977 of the 
statutes provides that: 
“Every election commissioner, 
deputy election commissioner, 
judge of election, clerk, canvasser 
or other officer authorized to take 
part in or perform any duty in 
relation to any canvass or offi- 
cial statement of the votes cast 
at any election in any precinct 
- . » Who shall make any false 
canvass of such votes; or shall 
knowingly or willfully neglect to

precinct . . . shall, on conviction 
thereof, be adjudged guilty of a 
felony, and be punished by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary 
not less than two years nor more 
than five years.”

Sections 10,628 and 3975. 

Sections 10,628 and 3975, both fel- 
ony statutes, in many respects du- 
plicate each other. They are far 
more embracing than the~ statutes 
just mentioned. They make it a fel- 
ony to register falsely, to induce 
any officer of registration to accept 
a false registration, to accept, know- 
ingly, any false registration, to ad- 
vise any officer of election or reg- 
istration to do any act forbidden by 
faw, and there are other provisions. 

Section 10,628 follows, in part: 

“ . . or if any person << 
shall knowingly or fraudulently 
register in two election precincts; 
or having registered in one pre- 
cinct, shall fraudulently attempt 
or offer to register in another, or 
shall fraudulently register, or at- 
tempt or offer to register, in any 
election precinct, not having a 
lawful right to register therein; 
or shall knowingly or willfully do 
any unlawful act to secure regis-

All policemen and civilian em- 
ployes of the Police Department will 
be required to work 12 instead of 
eight hours next Tuesday, because 
of the primary election, by order of 
Chief of Police John J. McCarthy.

“Any person who shall imper- 
sonate a voter or any other per- 
son, or who shall register, or at- 
tempt or offer to register under 
any name not his own, or who 
shall fraudulently register, or of- 
fer or attempt to register in or 
under the name of any other per- 
son, or in or under any assumed 
or fictitious name, or in or under 
any name not his own, or shall 
register in two precincts; or hav- 
istered in one precinct shall at- 
tempt to register in another... 
or who shall solicit, counsel or in- 
duce by unlawful means, any of- 
ficer of registration to register 
any person not entitled to regis- 
tration in such precinct; or shall 
fraudulently register or attempt 
or offer to register in any elec- 
tion precinct not having a lawful 
right to register therein, or shall 
willfully or knowingly do any un- 
lawful act to secure registration 
for himself or any other person; 
or any person who shall attempt 
to register, or register, under any 
assumed, false or fictitious name 
or any name of any person except 
as provided by law; ... every 
such person, upon conviction 
thereof, shall be adjudged guilty of 
a felony and shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not less than two years nor 
more than five years.”

Statement by Circuit Attorney on 
Grand Jury Investigation. 


In announcing yesterday that the 
grand jury would proceed to imme- 
diate investigation of the registra- 
tion frauds, Circuit Attorney Miller 
issued this statement:

Official Action on Seventh Day

Ever-Widening 


_ Exposure of Registration Frauds 


No Rush to Purge Rolls, But Cumulative 
Facts Forced Hands of Election Board, 
Governor and Circuit Attorney. 


For six days the Post-Dispatch 
printed the facts of the registration 
frauds. On the seventh day, with 
frauds demonstrated in every ward 
in the city by the investigations of 
Post-Dispatch reporters, the Elec- 
tion Board: ordered a recanvass of 
the entire city registration, and the 
grand jury decided to start an in- 
quiry immediately, to establish the 
responsibility and start the guilty 
persons toward punishment. 

There waa no rush to take offi- 
cial action when the first news ac- 
count of the frauds appeared in the 
Post-Dispatch of last Wednesday, 
July 22. 

James A. Waechter’s Attitude. 

James A. Waechter, Democratic 
chairman of the Election Board, 
looked over a copy of the 
Post-Dispatch’s Home Edition of 
that day, shown to him by a report- 
er, who found him in one of the 
civil courtrooms, where he was 
practicing his profession. On the 
first page were photographs of the 
two vacant buildings in the Fifth 
Ward, first precinct, from which 
104 names were registered on June 
18. The list of the Atlantic Hotel's 
154 phantom voters was on page 2. 

“It looks like the same old Re- 
publican propaganda,” the chair- 
man remarked. “However, the 
board will look into it. After the 
registration of June 18, I asked re- 
porters for all the newspapers, if 
they or their papers learned of any- 
thing wrong with the registration, 
to let the board know. The 
Post-Dispatch has seen fit to print 
the matter beforé telling the board 
about it. I can’t comment on any 
of this until I have had a chance 
to look up these registrations for 
myself, and to consult the board’s 
records.” 

Asked when hé would do this, 
Waechter said he might not get to 
his office at the board before Fri- 
day, as he was busy in a lawsuit. 
He commented on the fact, set forth 
in the story, that the registration 
of 394,774 was the biggest in the 
city’s history, by saying he believed 
it was still too small by 100,000. 

Franklin Miller’s Letter. 

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller, 
Wednesday afternoon, wrote a per- 
functéry letter to Chairman Waech- 
ter, referring to the Post-Dispatch 
expose, and saying he assumed that 
the Election Board would promptly 
investigate the charges. He asked 
that any evidence of fraud found 
should be submitted to him by the 
board, for presentation to the grand 
jury; but he added that the pres- 
ent, or June term, grand jury would 
be in vacation. during August and 
that its term would end and it 
would be discharged Sept. 11. 

(Incidentally, the Star-Times re- 
wrote the news from. the Home Edi- 
tion of the Post-Dispatch, and re- 
printed it in its later editions.) 


In the Post-Dispatch’s second-day 
fraud expose, Thursday, the scope 
of the showing widened from the 
central river wards, the Fourth, 
Fifth and Sixth, to include the Sec- 
ond, Nineteenth and Twenty-third. 
The cases of palpable padding of 
the rolls were increased to a total 
involving about 900 names on the 
“revised and corrected” list. 

On that day, Gov. Park received 
a telegram from Grover W. Dalton, 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, demanding that he in- 
vestigate the frauds. The wovernor 
said he would make an investiga- 
tion of his own before commenting. 

Election Judges Shuffled. 


Thursday’s news presentation by 
the Post-Dispatch also set forth 
how at least two of the election 
judges in the Atlantic Hotel pre- 
cinct, the fourth of the Fifth Ward, 
were shifted to that place by the 
Election Board at the request of 
State Senator Michael Kinney, 
fighting for a renomination in the 
primary, 

Friday, the third day of the ex- 
pose, the Post-Dispatch printed the 
results of a reporter's canvass of 
an entire precinct, the tenth of the 
Third Ward, in a North St. Louis 
small home area. The canvass 
showed that, of 602 names regis- 
tered, 182 were of persons not liv- 
ing at the addresses from which 
they were enrolled; that 104 of 
these had moved away, 70 were not 
known at the addresses ag ever 
having lived there, three were du- 
plications, four were listed as living 
in buildings which had been torn 
down, and one had been dead for 
more than a year. 

This showed a systematic and 
studied neglect to remove names 
which should have been struck 
from the list by the canvassing 
clerks after the June 18 registra- 
tion. It indicated the need for a 
general re-canvass.

Committee's Report. 

Recommendations of the report 
were: 

For citizens interested in honest 
elections to form a permanent 
organization. 

For a complete check of the 
registration by the Election 
Board, ag ordered by the board 
yesterday. 

For submission to the grand 
jury by the Circuit Attorney of 
all reports of violation of regis- 
tration and election laws. 

For dismissal by the Mayor and 
other elective officials of city 
employes who have served as 
precinct judges and clerks in vio- 
lation of the law. 

Request to the Police Depart- 
ment to instruct policemen as- 
signed to the polls at next Tues 
day’s primary to watch carefully 
for “repeaters,” fraudulent count- 
ing and other frauds and to in- 
sist on all officials in a precinct 
counting all ballots, rather than 
dividing by party. 

Suggestion to voters to “make 
every effort to condemn the un- 
necessary delay of the Supreme 
Court of Missouri” in deciding the 
right to open primary ballot boxes 
in cases growing out of 1934 fraud 
charges.

Lengthy Report Shows $111,000,000 
of Operating Capital Was 
Retired in June, 
WASHINGTON, July 29. — The 


Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, originally set up to aid dis- 
tressed banks and industries, _re- 
ported yesterday it had earned a 
$17,558,955 profit on its rescue work 
during the first half of this year. 


In a lengthy report, the corpora- 
tion announced that in June it had 
retired $111,000,000 of its operat- 
ing capital. 

Loans made last month to banks, 
railroads, business firms and other 
Government agencies totaled $14,- 
115,634, while repayments on pre- 
vious loans amounted to $47,856,472. 

Capital retirements included $16,- 
000,000 in notes held by banks and

“We've ordered the 
fight for Aug. 6 and if it isn’t held 
we Can declare the title vacant and 
let Ambers fight it out with some- 
body else.” 

Although he supposedly has beer 
training for a month, Canzoneri 
told the commission he needs more 
time to get in shape. 

“My physical condition is all 
right,” he said, “but my timing is 
bad. My injured nose has prevent- 
ed me from boxing as much ag I 
should.” 

Chairman Phelan turned tc Am- 
bers who also was present and 
asked if the Herkimer lad is in 
shape and ready to fight. Ambers 
said he was, 

“I believe another postponement

Never very 
husky, the hurler has lost consider- 
able weight and, in addition, his 
left arm is swollen and his pitching 
arm has lost in size and strength. 
Had Won Three Games. 
The former Chicago pitcher was 
just beginning to show winning 
form for Hornsby when he was 
stricken. He did little work in the 
Chicago training camp and, when 
he joined the Browns, was not 
ready for action. But he worked 
hard and, in his last games, pitched 
good bali. He won three of the 
eight games he pitched for St. 
Louis. 
His loss means there is a vacancy 
on the Brownie roster but, at the 
moment, it doesn’t seem as though 
this will be filled. There is no sign 
of activity in the player market 
and so the Browns probabily will 
go through the season with the 
players on hand. 
They really aren’t doing a bad 
job of it, at that. They are holding 
the opposition fairly even and are 
hustling every minute.

cago detective. 

The bill charged that on July 14 
Bruseaux was responsible for a 
newspaper (Chicago Evening Amer- 
ican) story, based on an affidavit, 
which alleged that Louis had told 
his wife and others after the fight 
that “he was given a hypodermic 
immediately before the fight, sup- 
posedly for high blood pressure.” 
Later Mrs. Louis and other mem- 
bers of the fighter’s family denied 
the accusations and said the affi- 
davit was false. 

The bill quoted the affidavit as 
saying that “the hypodermic para- 
lyzed Louis’ left arm” and that “Dr.

m. the same day—and for several 
days they'll be at it. 

Then, after the catch-as-catch- 
can boys get through their bone- 
bending stunts, the Greco-Roman 
boys, who employ only holds 
above the waist, will have at it. 
This is the style most favored in 
modern professional bouts be- 
cause it lends itself to the spec- 
tacular. The flying mare, the 
cross-buttock, the headlock or 
chancery hold and all the on-the- 
feet acrobatics so dear to our 
wrestling vaudevillians, originat- 
ed in the Greco-Roman style. 

But real wrestling will continue 
to be the catch-as-catch-can. This, 
however, has been denatured of 
some of its real dangers by Olym- 
pic regulations. For example, ac- 
cording to Manager Streit, the 
following catch-as-catch-can pun- 
ishing holds are barred: 

The double or full nelson, the 
hammerlock, the body-scissors 
and, of course, the strangle hold. 

“There is an element of real 
danger in all these grips and the 
officials have decided that pure 
wrestling can get along without 
them,” Streit explained. 

In a professional contest, such 
limitation would remove much of 
the spectator interest, because, 
after all, fans want to know what 
an athlete can do under punish- 
ment as well as in displaying sci- 
ence, 


On the other hand the Olympic 
officials might be severely criti- 
cised if a hammerlock broke an 
athlete’s arms, or a body-scissors 
his ribs or a double nelson his 
neck. All of these have taken toll 
professionally in the past. 

In fact, two deaths were 
charged to the double nelson, 
when Charley Olson was in his 
prime. Olson retired after the 
application of this hold caused the 
death of his opponent in a match 
at Amarillo, Tex., a couple of 
decades ago. 

Another opponent of Olson had 
previously died following the ap- 
plication of a double nelson in a 
match at Montreal. 

Olympic ,matches last 15 min- 
utes and are decided by two 
judges and a referee. The first 
six minutes is devoted to stand- 
up wrestling, each athlete endeav- 
oring to bring his opponent to the 
= get behind him or score a 
all. 


If the contestants are on their 
feet at the end of this interval 
they toss a coin for the right to 
take a position behind. Then they 
reverse this situation, thus giving 
each a chance to show what he 
can do when behind his foe. 

The bout is decided on points 


if a fall is not scored.

~ Ten striking loggers were con-. 
victed yesterday at Orofino on 
charges of trying to intimidate 
truckers and fined $32.50 each. 

Prosecuting Attorney Miles F. 
Egbers said he would file charges 
of assault with a deadly weapon to- 
day against five men arrested here 
Monday after the first violence in 
the North Idaho loggers’ month-old 
strike. ) 

The five were arrested in con- 
nection with the clubbing of a 
lumber company camp foreman. 

The loggers, led by the Industrial 
Workers of the World, struck June 
28. I. W. W. leaders asserted 2500 
men walked out of the camps, and 
that not more than 500 have re- 
turned since to smaller camps. 

P. E. Stover, L W. W. leader, 
deciared the strike was more 
against alleged unsanitary living 
conditions in the Weyerhaeuser 
bunkhouses,‘than for a wage in- 
crease or other causes. 

The six demands listed by the 
strikers were: a rise of the min- 
imum pay from $4 to $5 a day; 
eight hours from camp to camp 
(the traveling time from camp to 
the logging operations and back 
again at night); no “gyppo” mess 
halls (letting a contract for feed- 
ing the men); free meals for men 
seeking work; no discrimination 
against union workers; single 
bunks; clean sheets once a week.

Kansas City Barber Doing Life 
When Maximum for Offense 
In 10 Years,

JEFFERSON CITY, July 29. 
John Pierce, 54-year-old convict 
from Kansas City, who has served 
more than 18 years of a life term 
for second degree burglary, al- 
though the maximum sentence far 
that charge is 10 years, was released 
fronr Missouri penitentiary .today. 

Acting on a writ of habeas corpus, 
the State Supreme Court ordered 
Warden J. M. Sanders to release 
Pierce. 

“The maximum punishmént for 
burglary in the second degree could 
not and cannot exceed 10 years’ im- 
prisonment in said penitentiary, and 
that said judgment and sentence 
were and are void to the extent 
that they exceed said maximum,” 
the court held. 

Pierce told his counsel, Jerome 
Walsh of Kansas City, that he 
would return to Kansas City and 
continue his trade as a barber. 

Since his imprisonment, which be- 
gan Feb. 28 1923, Pierce said he 
had received no communication 
from the outside world. 

It took a Circuit Court jury only 10 
minutes to sentence Pierce on Feb. 
1, 1923, on a charge of breaking into 
a residence and taking a grip and 
other articles valued at $87.

“Roosevelt Not a Fascist.” 

Of Mr. Roosevelt, Thomas said 
that he had “indeed tried a degree 
of state capitalism which Musso- 
lini has said was in line with his 
principles of a corporative state. 
“But Mr. Roosevelt never advocated 
the totalitarian state,” he added. 
“He is not a Fascist, and Repub- 
lican declarations or insinuations 
that he is a Fascist arise from 
ignorance or hypocrisy.” 


Thomas also said that while 
“Roosevelt, personally, has more to 
offer labor than has Landon,” it 
would be “impossible to vote for 
Roosevelt without voting for Gar- 
ner and the Democratic ticket.

Thomas’ Idea of Landon.

Relief Labor to Be Used 
Exclusively in Carrying 
Out Start of Third Pro- 
gram, Ickes Says. 


SMALL PROJECTS, 
AVERAGE $64,323 


About 450 Others Sill Un-

WASHINGTON, July 29.—A new 
Public Works Administration pro- 
gram was partly set under way 
yesterday by President Roosevelt 
with an allotment of $22,742,034 for 
352 projects in 37 states. 

Announcing that in addition to 
the 45 per cent donations PWA 
would lend another $2,142,000 to 
help communities defray their re- 
maining 55 per cent of the cost, 
Secretary Ickes, PWA chief, said 
relief labor would be used exclusive- 
ly in carrying out projects approved 
so far on the third program of the 
agency. : 

Another 450 projects, involving 
Federal donations of about $33,000,- 
000 are still under study by the 
President, to whom they were sub- 
mitted three week ago. Eleven 
states were left out of yesterday’s 
list of allotments. 


New York’s Courthouse. 


In contrast to the $45,000,000 al- 
lotment several years ago to the 
Triborough Bridge in New York 
City, and other structures requiring 
heavy outlays for materials and 
years for completion, the largest 
project approved yesterday was a 
$4,835,400 courthouse building in 
New York City—of which the Fed- 
eral cost is $2,175,930. 

With many projects approved 
three years ago not completed and 
in some cases barely started, the 
President ordered that all under 
the new program “be commenced 
by Oct. 1, 1936, reach a peak by the 
end of the year and completed by 
Oct. 1, 1937.” 


In the smaller size of the projects 
(the average grant is $64,323), the 
small number of loans, and the em- 
phasis on relief labor, the new pro- 
gram presented important changes 
bringing it nearer the Works Prog- 
ress Administration type of con- 
struction favored by Roosevelt. 

Ickes, who as chairman of the 
National Resources Committee si- 
multaneously urged 46 state plan- 
ning boards to create a reservoir of 
new public works projects over a 
six-year period, said at a press con- 
ference he did not know when the 
President would release additional | 
projects, but that “this doesn’t ex- 
haust the list by a good deal.”

For Permanent Registration. 

To the Editor o: the Post-Dispatch: 
HE recent disclosures about the St. 
Louis registration lists bring up again 
the necessity of a reform of our registra- 
tion laws. The League of Women Voters 

for years has urged the passage of a 
' permanent registration bill as the best 
and most effective way of bringing about 
clean and honest elections. 

A bill providing for such a change was 
brought up before the Missouri General 
Assembly of 1933. It died in committee. 
A similar bill suffered the same fate in 
1935. It is not too much to suppose that 
the defeat of these measures was directly 
due to the opposition of those forces 
which may operate more profitably under 
the present system. 

A is with the proper safeguards, such 
as a signature requirement for each per- 
son presenting himself at a polling place 
on election day, and an adequate canvass 
for the purpose of purging election lists, 
will go far to correct the present evils 
and to do away with flagrant padding 
and “ghost” voting. Other large cities have 
eliminated these evils through permanent 
registration and have been operating suc- 
cessfully and efficiently for years. 

Certainly a bill for permanent registra- 
tion will be presented at the coming s¢s- 
sion of the Legislature. What will be its 
fate? It is time, we believe, that the 
citizens of St. Louis demand such a re- 
form and such protection of our registra- 
tions and elections as only permanent 
registration can bring about.

Secret Ballot Suggestion. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE secret ballot surely is a necessity. 
It is the one means of making bribery 
useless and of protecting the voter from 
the duress of political machines and of 
large employers. That such safeguarding 
of the ballot is necessary for democracy 
is admitted by every real citizen. And it 
can be obtained. One method is to intro- 
duce the voting machine. However, this, 
as you state in a recent editorial, is very 
expensive. Another method is to make 
a slight change in the physical make-up 
of the present ballot. The number at the 
top must be retained in order to check off 
on the registration list. But have a per- 
forated line a few inches below the num- 
ber. The voter hands his ballot to the 
election officer. The number enables the 
latter to check the voter on the registra- 
tion list. The officer tears off the per- 
forated top from the ballot, and drops the 
ballot, which bears no number, into one 
ballot box, while the perforated stub with 
the number is dropped into another. 
The cost? An additional box for each 
polling place and the cost of perforations. 
The stub box shows WHO has voted, but 
not HOW. And that is what the secrecy 
of the ballot intends to do.

Padded Registrations.

A WAY TO CURB ELECTION FRAUDS. 
The disclosures of widespread frauds in the pri- 
mary registration make it timely again to call atten- 
tion to a system that would go far toward preventing 
such abuses of the franchise. We refer to permanent 
registration, which the Post-Dispatch has urged for 
several years, and which has been widely advocated 
in the city and State as an election safeguard, though 
thus far the Legislature has failed to enact it. 

Two methods, it has been disclosed, were used in 
padding the poll books at the registration of June 18: 
registration of fictitious, or “ghost,” voters, and fail- 
ure to strike from the books the names of former 
voters who had died or moved. Both these corrupt 
artifices would be virtually impossible under perma- 
nent registration. 

The major preventive of the first device is the sig- 
nature requirement. Each voter registers only once, 
but when he does so he signs two cards, one for the 
central file, the other for use in elections. When the 
voter calls for his ballot, he is required to sign his 
name. It takes only an instant for the election offi- 
cial to compare the signatures. If they do not corre- 
spond, if the would-be voter is seeking to cast an 
illega) ballot, he is not permitted to vote. 

This is the method Detroit has found so successful 
in stopping the use of “floaters” to falsify elections. 
Said O. E. Distin, Election Supervisor, in an inter- 
view with a Post-Dispatch correspondent last year: 
“The migratory gentlemen find it a difficult matter 
to sign an application for a ballot and have the sig- 
nature correspond with that of an elector as it ap- 
pears on the registration card.” 

It is comparatively simple, as the Post-Dispatch 
survey has shown, to invent names for ghosts and 
get them into the poll books. But it would be an al- 
most fmpossible task to invent for those ghosts sig- 
natures that could be duplicated by the persons de- 
tailed to cast the illegal votes. 

The signature requirement also blocks fraud under 
the second method, use of names of persons who had 
died or moved. There are additional safeguards as 
well. In Detroit, as in many other cities, daily re- 
ports of deaths are received by the Election Board of- 
fice from the Bureau of Vital Statistics. Then follows 
removal of the cards of deceased persons from the 
records. Reports of removals, together with new ad- 
dresses, are received from the Police Department, 
moving companies and gas, electric and telephone 
companies. In case of doubt, the board makes its own 
investigation. Or a voter may notify the board and 
get his address changed in the voting records. 

Another safeguard is the practice of going through 
the cards at intervals and removing those of persons 
who have not voted for two years. This accounts for 
persons whose removal or death may have been 
missed. Any actual voters so removed are reinstated 
on application. 

The argument sometimes is advanced that the vot- 
ing lists cannot be efficiently purged by such meth- 
ods, that new registrations at two-year or four-year 
intervals are necessary to make a fresh start and to 
remove all dead wood from the rolls. Persons who ad- 
vance this contention usually do so on the assump- 
tion that the checking is done by precinct officers, 
whose inefficiency (proved in the current expose) 
would leave the door open to abuses. The work is 
done, however, by clerks in a central] office, responsi- 
ble directly to election officials. In many cities, both 
clerks and officials are under civil service, which re- 
moves all political aspects from their actions. 

There are many other arguments in favor of per- 
manent registration. It is far more convenient for 
voters, who do not need to go to the polling places 
every few years to register anew. it is far more eco- 
nomical: in St. Louis, the Most per voter in general 
registrations for 12 years has been 47.6 cents; in Mil- 
waukee, under permanent registration, it is 12 cents; 
in Minneapolis, 54% cents. Estimates have been made 
that St. Louis would save approximately $150,000 a 
year by adopting the system. 

The public at present is chiefly concerned, because 
of the disclosures of registration fraud in every ward 
in the city, in the matters of accuracy and honesty. 
Those, after all, are the major requirements for any 
voting system. Permanent registration provides am- 
ple guarantees for both. Pozens of cities where the 
method has been in successful operation for years are 
ready to testify to that effect. The facts are the best

fore the August primary. 

The public has been placed on guard. 

The public will watch the board’s canvass and it 
will watch the Aug. 4 primary voting. 

The public looks to the board, through a complete 
and trustworthy overhauling of the tainted lists, to 
undo the evil that the board itself created when it 
departed from the wise custom, established by its 
predecessors, of having the regular post-registration 
canvass made by disinterested persons, and gave this

HE present administration of the Amer- 
T can Legion under National Commander 

Ray Murphy of Iowa is likely to be best 
remembered as the one in which veterans 
received the full payment of the bonus. But 
the machinery was well oiled to turn out 
that piece of legislation before he came in, 
and Mr. Murphy would be the last to claim 
special credit for it. Several other things 
which he has said and done have caused lib- 
eral-minded people to remark on a new spirit 
in Legion counsels, and perhaps ought to be 
remembered as more significant. 

The shouting had not ceased its echoes aft- 
er Murphy’s election at the St. Louis conven- 
tion last fall before the new commander 
raised his voice to denounce some of his 
comrades and the numerous convention cor- 
tege for the saturnalia and carnality which 
have become almost synonymous with large 
Legion gatherings. And since then, he has 
been the inspiration of a definite official 
move to put on a curb, and especially to elim- 
inate at the next national convention. in 
Cleveland the exhibitionism which has char- 
acterized the parades. 

Last winter, there were fears that the Le- 
gion would join the chorus of reactionary 
protests against Kagawa on his tour of Amer- 
ica. Here was food for nourishment to all 
those who sing the song of fear and hate 
against alien enemies on any and all occa- 
sions. But Mr. Murphy spiked that possi- 
bility in short order with a notable utter- 
ance which sounds a little strange from an 
official source from which in the past we 
have grown used to hearing much vitupera- 
tion and advocacy of repressive measures 
against an; spokesman for radical change: 

“Kagawa does not advocate overthrow of 
our Government by force and violence—he 
preaches orderly methods of change. One 
may or may not agree with his theories with- 
out denying him the right peaceably to ex- 
press his views. The Legion has never re- 
motely opposed that right—it will fight for 
that right for itself and for all others.” 
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When Mr. Hearst succeeded in enlisting 
Legion support in many parts of the coun- 
try for his drive to put all teachers under 
loyalty oaths, and when Legion pressure be- 
gan to be exerted in several universities to- 
ward the discharge of liberal professors and 
the dictation of text materials in social] sci- 
ence courses, the Legion influence began to 
be questioned for what it might become, 
namely, a Fascist threat. Educators were 
thoroughly aroused when in Massachusetts 
a nationally known Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, Dr. Payson Smith, was replaced by an 
obscure superintendent of schools whose 
chief qualification for that important post 
was listed as the fact that he was a Le- 
gionnaire and had supported the Governor 
in the teachers’ oath legislation. 

About the time of the St. Louis meeting of 
the N. E. A. Department of Superintendence 
this spring, newspaper men cornered the Le 
gion national commander in Des Moines for 
a statement of his position on this issue. The 
Miami convention of the Legion in 1934 had 
called for such legislation from state Leg- 
islatures, but the demand was not renewed 
at St. Louis last year, so Mr. Murphy consid- 
ered himself under no official mandate. 

He made a vigorous statement in defense 
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of academic freedom and added this signifi- 
cant passage: “I have doubted the value of 
a teachers’ oath as a means of combating 
subversive influences. Probably the agents 
of such influences could take such an oath 
with mental reservations without batting an 
eye or without a qualm of conscience.” And 
while he saw at that time no harm in the 
loyalty oath, it was his opinion that “an oath 
of that type is an oath to support academic 
freedom, and all the freedom which is preva- 
lent in America.” 
<€ ” * 

Now enters our story a leader of the other 
group, one of the professional full-time Le- 
gion staff, Frank Miles of Des Moines, editor 
of the Iowa Legionnaire. Miles was Mr. 
Murphy’s Jim Farley in his campaign for na- 
tional commander and has been through the 
year his closest adviser in matters of policy 
and public pronouncement. 

On July 2, Mr, Miles delivered a notable 
address before the N. E. A. convention at 
Portland, Ore., as personal spokesman for 
the national commander. He committed him- 
self and Commander Murphy officially and 
unequivocally to opposition to the teachers’ 
oath legislation. 

The statement is worthy of repetition: 

“Our state departments, like our state gov- 
ernments, are almost autonomous. Only a 
few—not more than one or two—have got be- 
hind such a bill. Most of them have paid 
little attention to the proposal. One reason 
for that is that many of our finest Legion- 
naires are school men... . 

“The national commander has authorized 
me to say that, while he thinks the Ameri- 
can Legion, and any other American organi- 
zation, should take the necessary legal action 
to stop the teaching of subversive doctrines 
in American schoolrooms, if such teaching 
should exist, he believes the Legion would 
make a mistake if it advocated the teachers 
oath bill. He believes, as I am sure you be- 
lieve, that we all must exercise great dili- 
gence to be sure that abuses on either side 
in this controversy are not motivated by spite 
or harebrained fanaticism... . 

“Common sense should show any fair-mind- 
ed person, in thinking of an oath for teach- 
ers, that one disloyal enough to teach de- 
structive ideas would be dishonest enough 
to take blithely all the oaths which might 
be offered. Commander Murphy rightly be- 
lieves that some of the sources agitating such 
legislation are as menacing to American 
democracy as the elements they profess to 
be attacking.”

This is a clear-cut recognition of the men- 
ace of Fascism to American institutions and 
the registration of an important determina- 
tion to keep the Legion out of that category. 
It is to be hoped that this speech marks the 
passing of the agitation for oath legislation. 
Yet it is possible that it may become an is- 
sue at the national convention in Cleveland 
this fall If so, a liberal leadership promises 
to be on hand to oppose it.

To Father Coughlin, this is the 
way out of all our trouble. He calls

“great betrayer.” 

Now, of course, the President 
didn't promise anything of the 
kind.

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FATHER BAKER, NOTED PRIEST, 
DIES IN LACKAWANNA AT 95 


Was Known as “Padre of the Poor,” 
and Founded Iratitutional 
Group There. 

By the Associated Press. 

LACKAWANNA, N. Y., July 29. 
—Father Baker, Lackawanna’s 
noted “padre of the poor” and 
one of the oldest Catholic priests 
in the United States, died here to- 
day, after a long illness. He was 
95 years old. 

Ill for the last two years, Father 
Baker died quietly at 9:20 a. m. at 
Our Lady of Victory Hospital, a 
part of the institutions which he 
founded. Several weeks ago his 
condition became so grave that he 
was not allowed to attend mass. 

The institutions include a basili- 
ca, its dome second in size only to 
the national capital in Washington, 
an orphan asylum, an_. infants’ 


home, a protectorate for boys and 


another for girls, a school, a work- 
ing boys’ home, a technical school, 
a 600-acre farm and a hospital. They 
were built entirely from popular 
subscription at a cost of $25,000,000. 

Father Baker was born Feb. 16, 
1841, in Buffalo. Until this year 
it was believed that the date of his 
birth was 1842, but a recently dis- 
covered baptismal record placed 
the date one year earlier. 

Educated at Niagara University, 
he was ordained to the priesthood 
March 19, 1876. 


J, K. CODDING, EX-WARDEN 
OF KANSAS PRISON, DIES 


He Introduced Many Reforms Dur- 
ing His Terms, Including Rec- 
reation for Convicts. 

By the Associated Press. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., July 29. 
—Julian Knight Codding, 75 years 
old, United States Commissioner 
and former Warden of the State 
penitentiary at Lansing, died here 
last night. He had been ill for 
three weeks. 

Codding became known national- 
ly for his conduct of the State pris- 
on, of which he served as warden 
from his appointment by Gov. 
Stubbs in 1909 until 1913, and from 
1915, when he was reappointed by 
Gov. Capper, until 1920. He intro- 
duced many reforms which were at 
that time advanced. Walls were 
painted white instead of dark gray, 
stripes were abolished as part of 
the prison uniform, crockery in- 
stead of tin plates was used at meal 
time. Prisoners were allowed to 
have music with their meals and 
given a chance to play baseball, 
football and other games. 

Codding insisted there was “no 
criminal class.”’ Much crime he at- 
tributed to influence of liquor. At 
the time he was appointed warden 
he was president of the State Tem- 
perance Union and its attorney.

Mrs. Mattie Keith Brigham, iden- 
tified with the Brigham Magazine 
Agency in East St. Louis for the 
last 18 years, died of arthritis yes- 
terday at her residence, 556 Wash- 
ington place, East St. Louis. She 
was 55 years old. 

Mrs. Brigham became associated 
with her husband in the magazine 
agency in 1918 when Mr. Brigham 
was forced to retire as a live stock 
dealer because of poor health. 
Since his death in 1928 she has con- 
ducted the business by herself. 
Funeral services will be held Fri- 
day at 2 p. m. from First Baptist 
Church, 1101 State street, with 
burial in Mount Hope Cemetery. 
There are no survivors.

NEW YORK, July 29.—“Steel 
buying has gathered sufficient 
fresh momentum to sustain produc- 
tion through August at approxi- 
mately its present rate,” Iron Age 
gaye in its weekly review. “This 
week's ingot output, estimated by 
the Iron Age at 71% per cent, a 
half point higher than last week, 
may be the peak of midsummer 
production but it does not now 
seem likely that the rate will fall 
much, if any, below 70 per cent 
during the next month. The out- 
look for the ensuing months is defi- 
nitely promising regardless of poli- 
vate, eurrent buying movement, 
which shows ho marked signs of 
subsiding, ha’ placed a fairly large 
accumulation of orders on mill 
hooks on top of the heavy June 
backlogs, not all of which have been 
shipped. Some bar mills have larg- 
er bookings than they had a month 
ago. Delivery promises on sheets 
range from four to six weeks, ac- 
fo grade, and consumers 
eontinue to press for shipments. 
“Ingot production has gained one 
point at Pittsurgh, where it is 67 
per cent: two points at 77 per cent 
in the Cleveland-Lorain district;

Increased Profits 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 29.—The busy 
trip-hammers of heavy industries, 
shaping metals to a thousand uses 
in America’s plants and factories, 
at the same time were pounding 
out increasing heaps of dollars for 
shareholders in the rirst half of 
1936, a survey today showed. 

With 155 corporations revealing 


to date, including many of the larg- 
est in the country, the widest gains 
over the initial six months last 
year are being shown by those con- 
cerns which manufacture primarily 
to supply materials and machinery 
for other industries, or durable 
goods such as homes and factories. 

Where the Associated Press compilation 
of the 155-total indicated a gain in profits 
for the half-year of 61 per cent over the 


same 1935 period, the stee] industry, for 
example, with 10 reporting companies regis- 
tered an aggregate profit gain of 445 per 
cent, 

Dollar-wise the improvement is moderate, 
with the total $4,436,970 ahead of last 
year, but the percentage change serves 
to emphasize the sharp reversal of the 
situation from a time when many concerns 
were showing losses. 

Auto Main Money Maker. 

Building equipment companies, of which 
seven have reported, had a dollar profit 
increase of approximately the same amount 
as the tseels. In percentages the lift 
was less, 109 per cent, but still good 
enough to give this division second place 
in the rise, 

Automobiles, more rapidly worn out Dy 
consumers, have been the outstanding pro- 
fit-makers in terms of dollars, with a mar- 
gin of over $100,000,000 above the 
before . On a percentage basis, however, 
their rank is fifth with a 71 per cent 
rise for the three concerns reporting, which 
included two first-rank producers. 

Chemicals, principally consumed in the 
manufacture of other articles, were well up 
in te hiist wtih profits for eight com- 
panies more than $36,753,993 or 87 per 
cent ahead. 

Oils, with nine revealing results to date, 
were a line in which consumer demand 
played a predominant role, where the profits 
improvement was sharply contrasted with 
the 1935 months. This division showed 
profits 92 per cent better for a gain of 
$16,918,949.

and his gray mop of hair his lean 
face glowed with a healthy tan 
His step had all the spring of youth 
as he entered the room and his 
handclasp was firm. I asked him 
how he managed it. 

“The way to keep going is to 
keep going,” he replied.

“But I’ve put a laboratory spang 
up against the barn where those 
wasteful animals are kept and in 
that laboratory chemists are work- 
ing daily to find some substitute 
which will make pigs and cows no 
longer necessary to the nation’s food 
supply. Certainly we can make as 
good milk as the cow does out of 
the materials she uses.” 


Drifting again into discussion of 


longevity some mention was made 
of John D. Rockefeller Sr., who re- 
cently had his ninety-seventh birth- 
day and so is just a quarter of a 
century older than Ford. Ford was 
asked if he expected or hoped to be 
as active as he is now when he 
reaches the Rockefeller age. He 
answered: 


“Anyone can live that long if he 
wants to.” 


Ford believes that inventive geni- 
us will be responsible for great 
changes in our daily life in the next 
50 years. He sees the automobile 
as an unperfected means cf trans- 
portation. He said: 


“The bicycle, for instance,

the same thing at Connie’s at Broad- 
way and Forty-eighth street. In a 
dozen downtown night clubs and 
restaurants he can hear the colored 
jazz and swing bands that once he 
could hear only in Harlem. Although 
Gladys Bentley at the moment has 
returned to Harlem with her sing- 
ing deviltry, he could listen to her 
all last year in the West Fifties. 
If it was good old mammy South- 
ern fried chicken that the sight-seer 
craved and used to find at Tilly’s 
in Harlem, he knows that he can 
now get it in the very midst of the 
city, for Tilly has moved into the 
white district only a block or so 
away from the Guild Theater, that 
residence of pale-face art. 

In point of fact, aside from the 
Father Divine mentioned, about 
the only conceivable things that 
might lure the sight-seer back to 
Harlem at the present time are the 
Savoy Ballroom, a Negro dance hall 
where, on one or maybe two nights 
a week, he can observe the colored 
lads and their best girls hoof some- 
what more exuberantly than their 
white brothers and sisters at the 
Pierre or Biltmore; the Ubangi 
night club, with its “Creole” chorus 
girls slightly less formal than the 
cream-skinned girls at either the 
Paradise or Hollywood restaurant 
on ¢Broadway; and three or four 
dingy holes in the wall where hired 
stock companies of colored ladies 
and gentlemen sit around looking 
very dreamy and faraway and 
smoke small Pittsburgh _ stogies 
which the dumps’ press-agents whis- 
peringly confide to the visiting 
boobs are marihuana. 

Harlem, in short, is no longer 
Harlem because Harlem has scat- 
tered itself all over the rest of New 
York and Europe. The English get 
it in London, what with the Soho 
and other night clubs there full of 
erstwhile Harlem jazz artists, hoof- 
ers and warblers in swanky evening 
clothes, and Lew Leslie’s theatrical 
presentations of Harlem colored re- 
vues, and more former Lenox Ave- 
nue piano pounders and blues sing- 
ers than one can count. The French 
similarly get it in their Paris night 


clubs and supper restaurants, as 
well as in any number of such stage 
shows as “Harlem Black Birds of 
1936,” playing at the Alcazar and 
unloading all the old Harlem stuff 
from Louis Douglas’ fancy hoof- 
ing to imitations of Paul Robeson. 
And Americans get it in such large 
and surfeiting doses all over New 
York that at least one night club 
proprietor last season made a lot 
of money by advertising “White 
Entertainers Only.” 

Fifteen years ago, when Harlem 
was in its prime, it offered a nov- 
elty that only the Chinatown of 
San Francisco in its heyday could 
match. It was the natural and un- 
affected then, and its racial danc- 
ing and singing and general deport- 
ment exercised all the strange pull 
that honest strangeness always 
does. There were scores of places 
to which one might go and where 
one. might see such mad and un- 
tamed physical frenzy and hear 
such boisterous vocal performances 
as the white sections of the city 
had not known. 

But today, what little remains of 
Harlem is like a white Broadway 
turkey show blacked up. The Negro 
entertainers sing the songs of the 
white man’s Tin Pan Alley and of 
the Hollywood musical-film fac- 
tories, dance strainful imitations of 
Fred Astaire, Ray Bolger, Eleanor 
Powell and Mitzi Mayfair, drink 
mixtures tonily patterned after the 
formulae of Racquet club and El 
Morocco cocktails, and perform in 
places decorated to look as much as 
possible like the white night clubs 
and supper restaurants in the East 
Fifties. 


° * * 


HEN one reflects that, this 
Wis spring, the one thing about 
Harlem that caused any talk 
at all was a Negro production of 
“Macbeth” under the auspices of 
the WPA, one can appreciate the 
ereat change that has come over 
the quarter. The next step, unless 
all signs fail, will probably be a 
Bach festival. 
The old entertainment 
aristocracy of Harlem to- 
day has nothing to do with 
Harlem. It looks down 
upon it as something be- 
neath its new position and 
affluence, and goes back, 
if it goes at all, only 
for an annual sentimen- 
tal glimpse at the 
scenes of its childhood in the 
amusement world. Josephine Baker 
has become a Paris pet, has mar- 
ried an uncolored gentleman of ti- 
tle and, when she condescends to 
visit America, appears with mag- 
nificent snootiness in a Winter Gar- 
den show, as an associate of Fannie 
Brice.
